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Notes of the Week 


Tue Jubilee Celebration has been not only an act of homage 
to the Throne, but a profoundly impressive 
JEWISH PRAYER’ wmanifestation of national unity. Perhaps in 
IN A CATHEDRAL no way, however, has the fraternity of British 
citizens been more vividly and movingly shown 
than in the action of the Daan of Liverpool, Canon Dwelly, who 
included the Chief Rabbi's Jabilee Prayer in one of the five Jubilee 
Services held in the Liverpool Cathedral. Asa liturgical scholar the 
Canon believed the Prayer to be the finest he had seen. But 
the step he took in incorporating it in a Cathedral Service 
bears a far wider significance than that of a well-merited 
tribute to a singularly felicitous composition. It testifies to 
the common worship of God by Jew and Gentile alike, to their 
brotherhood as children of a common Father, and to their civic 
relationship as citizens of a common state. ‘Cinon Dwelly’s action 
will be recognised with pleasure by His Majesty's Jewish subjects. 
It symbolises the splendid spirit of mutual understanding which 
distinguishes Britain, her institutions, and her people. It exhibits 
England once again as the blessed land in which human ideals, 
derided elsewhere, reach their highest pitch of attainment. Surely, 
the example of Britain, shining with steady brilliance over the 
world, must one day exert its influence over those areas over which 
“the lights have gone out’’—if we believe at all in the governance 
of Providence, and human destiny. 


Tue Jubilee celebrations, so fruitful of wise reflection as well 


as of happiness, produced two references to 


RUDYARD Germany which may be commended to the atten- 
KIPLING tion of the rulers of that country. The one was 


ON GERMANY from Mr. Rudyard Kipling, who expresses the 


soul of Imperial England, the other from the 
Dean of St. Paul's, who represents its religious faith. 
“The world outside England,” said Kipling, “had other pre- 
occupations, Like ourselves, it had been compelled to deal with 
an opponent whose pational life and ileals were based on a 
cult--a religion, as it now appeared—of war, which exacted that 
all his nationals should be trained, at any cost, to endure as 
well as to inflict punishment... To-day State-controlled murder 
and torture, open and secret, within and outside the borders of 
a state; State-engineered famine, starvation and slavery 
requisite ; State-imposed godlessness or State-prescribed paganism 
were commonplaces of domestic administration throughout States 
whose aggregate area was between one-fifth and one-fourth of the 
total land surface of the Eastern hemisphere.” 
The reference in the last lines is not to Germany alone, but the 
stigma is securely fixed on the-Reich, none the less.

THE Dean of St. Paul's, in his remarks, said that the spirit 
of England needed to be defended against 
THE DEAN OF _jnsidious enemies. He would feel it had been 
ST. PAUL'S, TOO a yictory dearly purchased if we defeated 
Prussianism at the expense of becoming 
Prussianised. 
“ Patriotism, like all great. virtues, might become a terrible vice. 
We saw it in another great country to-day, where some part of the 
population —not, he was firmly convinced, the essential soul of the great 
German people—seemed to have substituted the figure of the nation 
for the figure of God.” 
Both speeches from which these sentences are quoted were delivered 
on Jubilee Day at a dinner of the Royal Society of St. George. If 
the Nazi junta is sincere in its admiration of England and her work 
they will pay heed to what representative men in England are 
saying and thinking. Stupid vapourings about Jewish influence 
will land them nowhere, unless it be in the pit. 


Herr HITLER has addressed a telegram of congratulation to 
King George on the occasion of His Majesty's 
HERR HITLER Silver Jubilee. In it he declares that the 
AND THE JUBILEE (ierman people follows with warm sympathy 
all the efforts of His Majesty and the British 
Government for the consolidation of peace. It is a pity that so 
commendable a sentiment cannot find application nearer home. If 
the Fiihrer entertains such a burning passion for peace, he has a 
maguificent opportunity for making a useful and practical start on 
his own territory. And if he wants any guidance and encourage- 
ment to do so, all he need do is to study the words of one of the 
prayers recited in the St. Paul’s Jubilee Service, to which he no 
doubt “ listened in” intently. Here they are: 

“Almighty God, Who rulest in the kingdom of men and hast given 
to our Sovereign Lord, King George, a great dominion in all parts of 
the earth: Draw together, we pray Thee, in true fellowship the men 
of divers races, languages and customs, who dwell therein, that, 
bearing one another's burdens and working together in brotherly 
concord, they may fulfil the purpose of Thy providence.” 


It is a far cry from “ the true fellowship of men of divers races” 
to the “ Aryan Clause” and all its iniquitous effects of racial strife 
and suffering.

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Obituary 


THE Rev. ISAAC DE LA PENHA (Montreal) 
[From our Correspondent | 


A revered figure in Montreal passed away recently in the 
person of the Rev. Isaac de la Penha, Chazan of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation, Shearith Israel. The deceased, who was 
in his seventieth year, was born in Amsterdam, Holland, and was 
a descendant of one of the first Sefardi families to settle in that 
country. In 1697, large tracts of land in Labrador were granted to 
Joseph de la Penha, a merchant from Rotterdam, and his decendants, 
in perpetual tenure by King William IIL. of England, in recognition 
of valuable services rendered to him as Prince of Orange. The 
document carrying the original grant is at present in England. The 
Home Office rejected the claim of Mr. Isaac de la Penhba regard- 
ing this grant. The deceased took up his duties as Assistant to the 
late Rey. Meldola de Sola at Congregation Shearith Israel in 1908, 
and during the twenty-seven years of his tenure of office he endeared 
himself to all with whom became into contact. They loved him for his 
gentle and unassuming character and respected him for his staunch 
adherence to the faith of his fathers. In his youthful days he took up 
the art of diamond cutting, and be was recoguised as one of the best 
judges of precious stones in Canada. He is survived by his widow 
inée Clara Barber, of Amsterdam) and one grandson. His three 
children predeceased him. 


Mr. RAOUL H. FOA 


On Thur-day in last week, at his London home, Park Strect, W., the 
(leath occurred of Mr. Raoul Hector Foa, of Holywell Park, Wrotham, 
Kent, at the age of 78. He was formerly High Sheriff of Kent, and was a 
well-known figure in City banking circles. He was Deputy-Chairman of 
Barclays Bi wk | Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) and an Advisory Director 
of Barclays Bank Ltd. Until a year or two ago, he was a partner in the 
discount firm of King and Foa (now known as King and Shaxson), and his 
many years of expertence in the London Money Market, combined with 
his great abilities, caused his advice to be sought on all important matters 
concerned with the Bill Market.

A Wandering Jew’s 
Memories 


HAVE just read a book as enthralling and fascinating as has 

ever come my way. It bears the somewhat forbidding title of 
«pitty Years of International Socialism.” In reality, it is a vivid 
presentation of the Socialist movements in development and almost 
complete eclipse, of their conflicting aims or methods, and of the more 
» less remarkable individuals who, during the last generation or 
hwo. have endeavoured to steer themtotriumph. The author of the 
', ok. Moses Beer, is a Jewish Socialist, and in its pages he relates his 
-ominiseences of his own stormy life. He was born more than 
-oventy years ago. in Tarnobreg, a small Galician town. His father 
was m butcher, immensely proud of his war service with the 
\ostrian Army—a genial, kindly, pious, self-sacrificing soul, handi- 
capped by vices acquired in his soldiering days, and still more, 
perhaps, by his total lack of commercial ability. There were about 
‘hree thousand families in Beer's native town, mostly Jews, and the 
character of the place was so Jewish that Beer grew up under the 
impression that he was living in a Jewish land in which the 
(hristian Pole was an alien. 


NV Oses BEER, at barely three years of age, was carried by his 
Ly father to Cheder. At the age of four he began to learn the 
Pontateuch, and later passed to the stady of the Talmud and Arab. 
Jewish philosophy. His Jewish education made a deep mark on 
him. But, more and more, the Prophets and the Jewish mystics 
laid hold on him. In after years he drifted away from Judaism, 
hut was brought back to it by his work onthe Jewisn ENcYCcLo 
vept\, for which he wrote several biographies of rabbinic worthies 
aud theological writers, and did much other work. To Zola, in 
London, he confided that the subjects which interested him most were 
the Jewish religion and Socialism. Bachya’s “ Chovot Halevovot 

too, proved a moral discipline to him of mach value. How came 
this poor Jewish scholar to gravitate into the ranks of Socialism ” 
lhe question is important. As a mere lad, he fell in love with the 
daughter of a rich local co-religionist in whose house he was a tutor. 
Her father was shocked at his presumption— the son of a plebeian 
had no business to entertain friendly relations with the daughter of 
patricians.’ He was sent packing, and he felt as if he had been 
“tkaoifed”! -Things, too, were taking a catastrophic turn in other 
directions. The Poles of Galicia were entering commerce and 
industry, up till then the preserves of the Jews. A tacit boycott 
against the Jews set in, checkmating their competitive power. 
Anti-Semitism grew. Poverty and destitution gripped the Jewish 
population increasingly, and as the Government took no steps to 
relieve them, demoralisation began to set in. Young Beer's tutoring 
was gravely diminished. He was unable to find work either in 
(ralicla or Vienna, while his father’s business went from bad to 
worse. The result was emigration—to Germany. Has this story no 
moral for those who rant about the prominence of Jews in the 
Socialist ranks? “My entrance into Germany in May, 1889," says 
our author, “ marked a sharp break in the rhythm of my life. I

To earn a livelihood he 
took to teaching languages in a preparatory school. Then to Paris, 
where he met the great Socialist leaders and had an interview with 
Zola (who was not a Socialist) after the publication of his immortal 
J’Accuse.”

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light of the many famous non-Jews who have borne a foremost part 
in Socialist propaganda, The Second International, for instance, 
had within its ranks, such famous men as Jaurés, Bebe!, Liebknecht, 
Keir Hardie, Lenin, Briand, Laval, Mussolini, Bernard Shaw, Ramsay 
MacDonald and Pilsudski. “From the thirteenth century to the 
present day, “as Mr. Beer has written elsewhere, “ the stream of 
Socialism and social reform has largely been fed by English thought 
and experiments.” In his present book, he refers to “the Communist 
ideas in Primitive Christianity and in the Fathers of the Church,” 
and tells us that he “ visualised the Middle Ages as the period of the 
gradual transition from Communist ideas to the rise and justi- 
fication of private property in Christian Europe.” Talking 
with Lafargue about the cause of the weakness of the French 
Socialist movement, he received the reply: “We have no Jews 


in our movement; there lies our misfortune!" Indeed, 
with the exception of the Saint Simonist school, which 
was not, in Mr. Beer's opinion, . Socialistic, but which 


counted several Jews among its adherents, the Jews held aloof from 
the whole Socialist and revolutionary movement in France between 
1840 and 1850, 1864 and 1871, and from the Socialist revival in 1876 
up to the Dreyfus affair—mark that significant date! In the Paris 
Commune, there was only one Jew. Itis remarkable, adds the 
author, that in Great Britain, too, the Jews did not participate in 
any of the extremist movements; “ there were no Jews among the 
Owenites or Chartists.” 


T is true that Sovietism is based on Karl Marx. But it was the 
non-Jew who carried Marx into practice, and the Jew, Trotsky, 
has been thrust into outer darkness. In Germany, Kurt Eisner was 
shot dead, after a brief spell of power, by a man said to be of Jewish 
descent, In the United States, Socialism found a relentless enemy 


-in the Jewish head of the Federation of Labour, Samuel Gompers. 


And in the country of Lassalle the Socialist movement, more 
concerned to fight the Communists than to implement Socialism— 
as keen observers like Edgar Mowrer in his book GERMANY PUTs 
THe CLocKk BACK show—petered out miserably and fell an easy 
prey to the Nazi sledge hammer. Why has Socialism appealed 
to some Jews at all? One answer is given in this book: 
“ Forty years of study and experience in many lands have taught, 
me that the Jew has been impregnated by his religion with a sense 
of social righteousness, which has been deepened by two thousand 
years of immense sufferings.... In countries where the Jew is treated 
with some measure of justice, where his sense of social righteousness 
is not wholly outraged, he will work along with other citizens within

TTER DESTITUTION has for many years overwhelmed the Jewish 


population in Poland. That destitution has often been described, 
but in the opinion of competent observers never adequately. 


The stark and terrible fact is that over one million Jews are given over 
to actual starvation. 


The economic condition of our brethren in that country makes 
it impossible for them to help themselves: and, if multitudes of them 
are not to die of the hideous maladies that follow in the wake of hunger, 
help must be given by their brethren of other countries-—and that help 
must be given quickly. The problem is vast, but its magnitude is no 
excuse for inaction. We must once again rise to the height of our 
sacred duty to fellow-Jews in suffering. 


The Board of Deputies is participating in the task of rescue. 
A conference of the organisations hitherto engaged in the relief of Polish 
Jewry has obtained the approval and support of the Board for the 
United Appeal which is now issued. The proceeds will be allocated by a 
Committee on which the Board has a majority of members. It is 
intended that the relief work shall be mainly of a constructive character, 
so that, as far as possible, our brothers in Poland may be given an 
opportunity to build up their lives on a basis of economic independence. 


The burdens placed on British Jewry within the last few years 
have been heavy, and they have been nobly borne. And yet so urgent 
and vital is the Cause we are advocating that we have no hesitancy in 
making this fresh call on British Jewry’s sympathy and benevolence. We 
are confident that the response will be both generous and speedy.

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Government of India Bill ' 


Jews and the Council of State 


Sefardi and Beni-Israelites 
House or Commons, Tuesday. 


Lieut.-Col. Sir WAtTeR Suites (C., Blackburn), moved an 
amendment to Schedule one of the Government of India Bill. 

The amendment was to add a proviso: “ that British subjects of 
the Sefardic Jewish community including British subjects of mixed 
European and Sefardic Jewish descent, but excluding Beni-Israelites, 

slack Cochin Jews, and persons of mixed Jewish and non-European 
descent, shall be entitled to vote as Europeans.” 

He said that Sefardic Jews numbered about two thousand, 
almost all in Calcutta. They were entirely different from other Jews 
in India and should, in his submission, be regarded as Europens. 

Earl WINTERTON (C., Horsham and Worthing) said the principle 
of the amendment cut at the whole basis of the contention of the 
Jews in Palestine that they were a united people. If there was the 
tremendous feeling on the part of the community named in the 
amendment in favour of being treated for the purpose of the 
franchise as Europeans, it was curious that the Joint Select 
Committee had received no memorial from them. 

Major Miner (Lab., Leeds S8.E.) said a memorial was sent by 
the Sefardic Jews in September, 1933, with a request that it should 
be placed before the Committee, but it was curious that their 
request for their evidence to be heard was refused. 

Lord WINTERTON said that if his statement was incorrect he 
would withdraw. But the community made no representation to 
the Simon Commission. 

Ifa special status was given to these people, he said, others 
would ask to be treated similarly. He thought it would be wounding 
the other Jews not included in the scope of the amendment that 
they should be distinguished from those mentioned in the amend- 
ment and described as non-Europeans. 

Col. Wepawoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) said that there 
was no opposition to the amendment from any Jewish party, and it 
had the approval of the Eaglish community in Calcutta. But any- 
one who desired the British to remain in India ought to wish to 
increase their number. He was anxious that Jews in Palestine 
should become British subjects and he wanted exactly the same 
thing in India. The British Government should reconsider this 
matter before the report stage of the Bill. 


Vicious Distinctions 


Mr. JANNER (L., Whitechapel) said that he would not express 
himself in favour or against the amendment, but he suggested that 
the matter might be given careful consideration by the Government 
between now and the report stage. He had always felt that 
Members of Parliament, and the country generally, appreciated that 
the distinctions that appeared to be drawn elsewhere between Jews 
and non-Jews were not only vicious but led to misunderstandinogs 
that were wholly undesirable. 

He would not like to take the responsibility of speaking on 
behalf of the whole of the Community but he believed they had a 
strong case and they had asked on a number of occasions that that 
case should be considered. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE (First Commissioner of Works) said that the 
Government took the view that it was impossible to single out one 
Jewish community from other Jews. No case had been mace out to 
put them into a category by themselves. He understood that Jews 
desired to be treated as one community. 

Lord WINTERTON said that if this amendment was conceded, 
Hindu and Mohammedan sections would want the same. 

Colonel WepGawoop: Perhaps the noble lord has a Jew among 
his ancestors. | 

Lord WINTERTON : Lam not aware of it, but if I have I am very 
proud of it. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE Said the British attitude to the Jewish people 
was absolutely friendly. Britain's whole effort in Palestine was to 
make no distinction between Jews no matter whence they came, 
The matter would, however, be further considered. 

The amendment was withdrawn.

The Silver Jubilee 
“Hidden Hand of Jewry ” 


The VoOERLKIscnER BEORACHTER, in discussing the. Jubilee 
celebrations and the present situation in England, discovers here 
again the “hidden hand’ of Jewry. ~The World War created native 
industries in the five continents which increasingly restricted the 
export of British goods,’ it declares.

The Church Revolt 
“Jews are Responsible,” says Government of Saxony 


“The revolt which is going on within the Protestant Church 
against the attempt te Nazify Christianity is all engineered and 
carried out by the Jews.” This statement is made not in some 
provincial unknown Nazi newspaper but in an official communiqué 
of the Government of Saxony, issued. by the News Bureau of the 
Governor at Dresden. The communique proceeds to explain that 
in the first place, most of the ministers who are in revolt against 
the official Nazi orders are converted Jews. Seccndly, the entire 
Church revolt is a Jewish scheme to discredit the Nazi Government 
und particularly the Fiihrer. tn other words, the movement is not 
at all religious but political. tt is for this reason that the Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to arrest the ministers and will proceed 
against them with the same severity as against all other traitors to 
the regime. Explanations of this kind have occasionally appeared 
in the Streicher Press, but this is the first time that a State itself 
has made use of such methods. 
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PRISONS AND CAMPS 
Appalling Figures 


More Returning Jews Arrested 


The Berlin Correspondent of the Vienna TELEGRAF gives an 
analysis of the official figures of sentences for political and other 
offences between June 380th, 19385, and the same date last year. 
During these first twelve months of Nazi rule, 212 persons were 
beheaded out of 214 sentenced to death. Sentences of arrest, 
imprisonment and penal servitude totalling 129,421 years were 
inflicted. Persons sentenced to various punishments numbered 
280,308. This means that every 203rd German was punished by the 
the courts; spread over the total population, it follows that every 
adult German spent one day—to be exact, 23.8 hours—in prison. In 
addition, 184 persons were “shot while attempting to escape,” and 
49,000 are admitted to have been sent to concentration camps. 
Over 13,000 persons were deprived of their citizenship, and 12,865 
were sterilised. 

According to the Paris Correspondent of the MorNING Post, it is 
alleged that in one week of last month “the following prisoners 
have been killed in concentration camps or prisons: Fritz Huser- 
mann, at Papenburg concentration camp; Leni Glatzer, at Halle; 
Willy Mut Stein and Kreikenbaum, at Barmen; Broede and Seibt, 
in a Berlin prison ; Raubach, in Goerlitz: and Kraemer, in Elberfeld.” 

The DAILy HERALD reports that “the receiving or sending of 
any letters has been forbidden to all Jewish prisoners in the 
notorious Nazi concentration camp of Dachau, near Munich. The 
commanding officer of the camp stated, when issuing this order, that 
it was a retaliation for * atrocities stories’ circulated in Britain and 
France by former Jewish prisoners of Dachau. A recently released 
‘Aryan’ prisoner told me that there are still about 2,000 men in the 
camp. Mostof the 50 Jewish prisoners still there have been detained 
since March, 1933. They are told that if they cross the ‘Jewish 
border line’ the sentries are entitled to fire at them.” 

Returning Jewish emigrants are still being arrested and accord- 
ing to one Nazi paper, 10,000 of them have so far been sent to 
concentration camps “ to get used to the different state of things in 
Germany now.’ This figure, however, has not yet received 
confirmation. 

A number of arrests have been made in Dresden and 
other cities in the provinces of Jews who left Germany 
during the Easter holidays to spend the week abroad. There had 
been considerable uneasiness among them before Easter lest the 
Passover should be utilised as av occasion for anti-Jewish excesses, 
particularly in provincial villages. For this reason a good many 
Jews thought it advisable to spend Passover abroad. A good many 
others simply wanted to relax for a while from the terrific nervous 
strain under which Jews live in Germany at present, and spend the 
holidays in the more congenial atmosphere of Czecho-Slovakia or 
Austria. For this brief pleasure a good many of them have had to 
pay dearly. They are being arrested and questioned by the Gestapo 
about the minutest particulars of their journey: where they spent 
the few days abroad, whom they met, whether they mingled with 
emigrés, whether they told or heard atrocity stories, and so on. 
Typical of these arrests is that of a Cantor named Simon Gutkind, 
who was engaged to conduct the Services at the Bohemian town of 
Dudweis. But it transpired that Gutkind was a Staatenlose and as 
such could not be engaged for the post. He returned to Dresden 
and there he was arrested and is still under arrest. 


200,000 “ Stuermers ” 


Second-Highest Circulation in Germany 


The Berlin correspondent of the MorninG Post reveals that the 
circulation of DER STUERMER has now risen to over 200,000 copies 
a week. This is more than that of any daily newspaper in Germany 
except the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, the official Government organ. 

Dr. Klein, the editor of the Drevutrscuge ZUKUNFT has dared to 
raise his lone voice in a declaration that the articles in DER 
STUERMER are an affront to good taste, chivalry, science and German 
policy. In reply, the STUERMER advises him to buy a length of rope 
and hang himself. “This is the only decent service that the Jews’ 
serf, Dr. Klein, can render Germany.” : 

STUERMER boards are being multiplied in the countryside: the 
latest villages to exhibit them are Mark-Friedland, Harleshausen, 
Warburg, Planitz and Bad Harzburg. 

Recent issues contain an allegation that Jewish butchers steal 
and slaughter cats to make sausages for non-Jews. Maimonides 
was attacked on his 800th anniversary. He was accused of being 
the originator of “the Jewish law which forbids a Jew to show 
mercy to a non-Jew, even to save a drowning non-Jew.” It was 
Maimonides, too, we learn, who was responsible for “ that other 
Jewish law according to which it is no crime for a Jew to kill a 
Christian.” As for the Spanish celebration at Cérdova, that is 
explained by the allegation that the Jews simply “ bought off” the 
Spanish Government as they “buy off” all Governments. The 
STUERMER also gives.a list of Berlin cafés which, it alleges, stiil 
have Jewish orchestral conductors, including the real Nazi café, the 
Maka-Efti, where a Cracow Jew, Bak, is the conductor. 

Streicher himself has just accepted the title of Hon. Leader of 
the German Labour Front, a national honour that speaks only too 
plainly of his growing influence. Last week he delivered an address 
to a meeting of air force officers and officials of the Ministry of Air 
held at the Preussenhaus in Berlin, in the course of which he said 
that even during the War he was stil] definitely a friend of the Jews.

The “Protocols” Trial 


Nazi Expert's Five Days’ Diatribe 
AN AMAZING FARRAGO 


The re-opened Berne “ Protocols” trial—or rather the discourse 
of the Nazi expert Colonel Fleischhauer—has dragged on into its 
second week, to the high edification and 
amusement of the public, to whom Colonel 
Fleischhauer'’s utterances have provided 
comic relief to what is, in actual fact, a 
matter of utmost seriousness. The Nazi 
expert spoke for the best part of a week, 
during which time he almost succeeded in 
reducing the trial to a veritable farce. 
Among some of his choicer arguments, too 
numerous to list, was the charge that Joly, 
the author of the French pamphlet of 1865 
on which the “ Protocols" were based, was 
really Joe Levy, whom Dr. Herzl mientions 
in his diary. (“Joe Levy” is the pseudonym 
of the late Mr. Joseph Cowen, the 
well-known English Zionist and Chairman a 
of Tur JEWISH CHRONICLE, Ltd., who died 
in 1982). Achad Ha'am, and perhaps Herzl, Proressorn BAUMGARTEN. 
had, he declared, composed the “ Proto- 
cols.” The “Protocols” bad been drawn up at a meeting of 
the “B'nai B'rith” in Basle in 1897. His speech was sprinkled 
with alleged passages from the “Talmud” which haye been 
repeatedly exposed as forgeries. 

At one stage, Colonel Fleischhauer launched a furious tirade 
against the Jews in the manner of the STUERMER. Among the 
many alleged organs of “Jewish World Government,” he cited the 
‘League of Nations and the International Bible Students Association 
and . identified the International Bible Students’ Association 
with the spirit of the “Protocols of the Elders of Zion.”

DR. GASTER ASKS FOR MORE PUBLIC INFORMATION 


The Annual Meeting of the Anglo-.Jewish Association was held 
ou Sunday morning at Woburn House. Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore. 
0.B.E., the President of the Association, presided. 
present:

Mr. M. DUPARC, the Secretary, read the Address sent by the Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association to Their Majestics the 
King and Queen. ‘The Address was reproduced on the front page of the 
Special Iubilee Supplement of last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the fact that Mr. Duparc, their Secretary, 
had served the Association for sixty vears, which was something of a 
record. ‘They extended to him their very best wishes. Mr. Duparc would 
be eighty-three in June. Moving the adoption of the Annual Report, Mr. 
Montefiore said that as they were aware the Association did two kinds of 
work. They did work for education and there was political or semi-political 
work done in conjunction with the Board of Deputies. As far as their 
educational work was concerned ih their own School in Jerusalem, this, 
he was glad to say, had gone on normally during the past year. Heferring 
to the conflict that was steadily growing in Germany between Paganism 
and Christianity, Mr. Montefiore said that the future of religion in the 
totalitarian state was not merely a vital question for Christians but also 
for Jews. “I find comfort.” he said, “when I read the words addressed 
by some German clergy to their congregations bidding then be of good 
cheer, despite persecution, despite slander, despite being proclaimed 
traitors to their country. These men are not Jews, for all | know they 
may be anti-Semites. Idonot know and Ido not mach care, but they are 
fighting and suffering for freedom of thought and belief and for certain 
truths in which both Jew and Christian believe.” [It was not, said Mr. 
Montefiore in conclusion, only the refugees they were helping, the lawyer, 
the doctor, the teacher, but they were cngaged together with many unseen 
and unknown allies in a struggle with the powers of darkness, cruelty and 
superstition of which the outcome though it might be delayed for a century 
could not be in doubt. 

The CHIEF RABBI seconded the adoption of the Keport. 

Haham Dr. M. GASTER, supporting the adoption of the Leport, 
appealed to the Joint Foreign Committee to take the public more inte 
their confidence and to let them know what was being done. They had 
all the documents and it Was necessary, so as to encourage the people, to 
let them know that something was being done. Was there any hope’ 
(‘ould they envisage any solution, however remote, of this terrible tragedy 
which had beset their people’ People wanted not only information, but 
vuidance. He urged the President to give some authoritative statement. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they would consider the advice Dr. Gaster 
had given them.

Mr. LEONARD STEIN, proposing a vote of thanks to the President for 
his valuable services to the Association during the past year, spoke of his 
unremitting attention to the work for which they owed him a deep del 
of gratitude.

UNDISTINGUISHED JEWISH ARTISTS 


In the 167th Exhibition of the Royal Academy of Aris at 
Burlington House, there are a considerable number of thoroughly 
good pictures, if nothing remarkable ; but Jewish artists have very 
little to say for themselves. It is a curious commentary that Jewish 
artists as individualists, that is those who strike out on their own, 
can more than hold their own to-day, whereas Jewish artists as 
conventionalists lag behind the others. 

Indeed, quite the best work of Jewish interest in this Exhibition 
is by a non-Jew, Glyn Philpot’s portrait of “The Lady Melchett” 
(No. 39, Room I). Adopting the delicate colours of Puvis de 
Chavannes, but of course an entirely different technique, Mr. 
Philpot has produced a picture, whether or not it is a portrait. 
The half-figure in pale gold, sitting against a fluted pillar on the 
right, looks out of the picture across a pale blue-green sky. Very 
lightly painted, the dress being left largely as canvas, the picture 
is quite delightful and typical of the real “ aliveness” of this artist. 

On the whole this aliveness is not shared by the Jewish artists, 
most of whose works are frankly undistinguished. In Room lI 
“ Uplands” (No. 68), by Arthur Friedenson, is a good impression of 
a wide open space. 

Room IV has “ Doreen, wife of Geoffrey Agnew, Esq.”’ (No. 242), 
by Flora Lion, which (apart from the modelling and painting of the 
arms) is quite a picture. In Room V there is “ Hairdresser's 
Cubicle’ (No, 304), by George Ginger. This is a thoroughly com- 
petent interior by a left-handed hairdresser, who spent two years of 
his spare time on the job. 

In Room VIII we find “ Pines, Domaine de Colsac, Cantal” ‘No. 
452) by Bion Barnett, which is bold and poster-like in treatment, 
not without success. “The Galloway Dam, Nearing Completion ”’ 
(No. 456) by Charles Oppenheimer, is well drawn and nicely painted. 
it seems however, a subject that would have gained by being in 
black and white, appearing to be more suitable for etching than oil- 
painting. ~Troubadours”’ (No. 457) by L. Delissa Joseph can be 
said to have unity ‘and a pleasant unmty) of colour and treatment. 
in No. 497 Edward Seago portrays Lord Melchett as a Master of 
Fox Hounds with “red Napper and the Tedworth Hounds. 

In Room IX “ Girl with Washing " (No. 529) by Florence Hess is 
good. It is loosely treated and there is real feeling for the subject, 
besides workmanlike arrangement and good enough execution.

‘The book has apparently been privately published although it bears the imprint 
of the Jewish Publication bociety of America. Among other interesting 
accounts in this volume is the storv of the Galveston Project initiated by 
lacob Schiff and Israel! Zanyewill in the name of the Ito for the diversion ofa 
certain amount of the immigrant traflic from New York and other large towns 
to the smailer ones in the South and the West. The project was a very linpaited 
success and fell far below the hopes of its initiators. The lure of New York 
was far too great.

It is interesting to stady the psychological reactions 
of the German Jew of the old stamp to his present unhappy situation 
and the manner in which he still clings to the old site, even 
though the house has gone, and tries to persuade himself that there is still 
a roof over his head. He cannot evade altogether the realities of the new 
situation. The Zionism he once spurned has now become the salvation of 
thousands of his class. He has to readjust himself tothat and give it a grudging 
blessing. He even has to look fora niche for himself in the Valhalla (tousea 
Nordic term) of Jewish history; he has found himself one with the ancestors 
who were oppressed in Egypt, sat by the rivers of Babylon and wept, 
were nailed to the flery crosses of Rome, sanctified the Name on the pyres 
of the Inquisition, or died in thousands under the Cossack knout. And so he 
does not find himself alone. It is a poor comfort but one that gives hima certain 
dignity. It is the dignity of Job.

A By-Path in Anglo-Jewish History 


A London Manuscript in the Yemen 


By SASSOON 


As the “People of the Book” have wandered in exile from 
eountry to country, their books have accompanied them from land to 
land. It is therefore not surprising that a Hebrew manuscript which was 
written in London and must have been the handbook of its illustrious 
compiler, should have found its way tothe Yemen. Early in 1915 an inter- 
esting manuscript came to mefromthat country. It consists of a compila- 
tion containing, among some miscellanies, aformulary for the Acthudbbah., 
dated “ Londres,” 4th Tebeth, 5492 (1731), an | another for the Get, dated 
London, 20th Kislev, 5490 (1729). The manuscript which is written in a 
beautiful Sefardic cursive hand, is incomplete at the beginning and has no 
colophon ; but on comparison it became evident that it was actually in the 
handwriting of R. Isaac Nieto (1702-1774), the Haham of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation (1733-1741). Indeed, in two p‘aces we find the 
abbreviation Ts, written in larger letters, which no doubt stands for 
T'S PAX" “WON, Isaac Nieto says. At the beginning and end of the book 
there are a few leaves which contain notes, further formularies and 
extracts, in a running hand. They must have been added later. One of 
the extracts concludes with the remark: ** All this has been copied from 
the work Matteh Dan and Kuzari of my father Rabbi David Nieto, of 
blessed memory, of London.” Lastly, there is a copy of a com- 
munication addressed to a certain “MM Luria in -London, from which 
we learn interesting details regardmg some Sefardi Jews of London 
in the eighteenta century. From the heading to the letter, which reads: 
bay Mv" WHS MW)? we see for the first time that exactly one year 
prior to his death in London on the 2nd of Shebat, 5533 (1773), Haham Isaac 
Nieto was indJamaica. The letter does not give us any idea as to how 
loug he had already been there, nor as to how he oceupied himself, but 
we see that he was an accomplished writer in the old rabbinical 
style. The addressee, “Fis (Haham Isaac) Luria, is mentioned in a 
bill, dated Friday, September 26th, 1788, as having been paid £3 3s. 
“for revising a few verses” of a Scroll of the Law which was deposited 
on loan in the Synagogue in Bevis Marks (see Dr. Gaster’s “ History of 
the Ancient Synagogue,” p. 124). Nieto is filled with joy and happincss 
at the receipt of a letter f.om his friend Luria, and expresses his feélings 
by saying: “'even if all the heavens were pages, all the reeds pens,

On his epoch, In France it was the age of the Tosaphists, with 
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Rabbenu Tam, Rashi's grandson, at their head. In Spain it was the 
age of the two Iba Ezras, Abraham (1092-1167) and Moses (1070-1159), 
the one a famous commentator on the Bible, linguist, philosopher, 
poet and traveller, whose wanderings took him among other places 
to London (1158); the other a poet of more than ordinary abilities. 
It was also the age in which Yehuda Halevi (1086-1141) lived and 
philosophised about Jadaism, and longed for Zion; the age of the 
poet Alcharisi (1165-1225) and of Benjamin of Tudela, the traveller 
(1165-1178); lastly and of most cousequence, it was the age of 
Maimonides (1135-1204), the most distinguished of Jewish Humanists. 
The Twelfth was also a century of great books; two alone give it 
distinction: the Cuzari, and the Guide to the Perplexed. It wa; 
likewise the age of pretended Messiahs : of David Alroy, for instance, 
about 1155, in regard to whom Maimonides advised his brethren 
to keep calm and to retain their self-restraint. [no a period when 
troubles seemed to multiply, it was no wonder that men with mvstic 
natures expected miracles or Messiahs. Only in Italy di the Jews 
enjoy a period of comparative calm. It is a strange retlertion 
that while the Crusades brought bitterness to the Jews of the 
countries far from Rome, in Rome itself, whence the clarion call 
for crusading rang out to the rest of Europe, the Jews were not 
molested. 

The Twelfth Century may be regarded as a prototype of life 
itself—a strange medley of joys and sorrows, of sufferiug side by side 
with conquests of the spirit; of martyrs who died and of great men 
who lived; of the poetry of the Synagogue with its dirge-like refratos 
and its moving appeals for divine aid mingling with the love poems 
of Yehuda Halevi aud the mordant humour of Abraham ibn Ezra.

A London Manuscript in the Yemen 


By 8S. SASSOON 


As the “People of the Book” have wandered in cxile from 
eountry to country, their books have accompanied them from land to 
land. It is therefore not surprising that a Hebrew manuscript which was 
written in London and must have been the handbook of its illustrious 
compiler, should have found its way tothe Yemen. Early in 1915 an inter- 
esting manuscript came to mefromthat country. It consists of a compila- 
tion containing, among some miscellanies, a formulary for the Acthubbah, 
dilated “ Londres.” 4th Tebeth, 5492 (1731), an | another for the Get, dated 
London, 20th Kisley, 5499 (1729). The manuscript which is written in a 
beautiful Sefardic cursive hand, is incomplete at the beginning and has no 
colophon ; but on comparison it became evident that it was actually in the 
handwriting of R. Isaac Nieto (1702-1774), the Haham of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation (1733-1741). Indeed, in two p‘aces we find the 
abbreviation ]”“"S, written in larger letters, which no doubt stands for 
T'S PMS" “ON, Isaac Nieto says. At the beginning and end of the book 
there are a few leaves which contain notes, further formularies and 
extracts, in a running hand. They must have been added later. One of 
the extracts concludes with the remark: ** All this has been copied from 
the work Matteh Dan and Kuzari of my father Rabbi David Nieto, of 
blessed memory, of London.” Lastly, there is a copy of a com- 
munication addressed to a certain “MM Luria in London, from which 
we learn interesting details regarding some Sefardi Jews of London 
in the eighteenta centary. From the heading to the letter, which reads: 
we see for the first time that exactly one year 
prior to his death in London on the 2nd of Shebat, 5533 (1773), Haham Isaac 
Nieto was in Jamaica. The letter does not give us any idea as to how 
loug he had already beeu there, nor as to how he occupied himself, but 
we see that he was an accomplished writer in the old rabbinical 
style. The addressee, “M" (Haham Isaac) Luria, is mentioned in a 
bill, dated Friday, September 26th, 1788, as having been paid £3 3s. 
“for revising a few verses” of a Scroll of the Law which was deposited 
on loaa in the Synagogue in Bevis Marks (see Dr. Gaster's “ History of 
the Ancient Synagogue,” p. 124). Nieto is filed with joy and happiness 
at the receipt of a letter f-om his friend Luria, and expresses his feélings 
by saying: -‘even if all the heavens were pages, all the reeds pens, 
and all the seas ink” (comp. Aboth de R. Nathan xxv and 
bhabbath lla) ."'it would not be possible to write what joy it has 
afforded me to see your love and esteem for me .. . . for 
your love is better than all the chief spices.”

crusading activity marked the whole of the Twelfth Century. 
1; was the century of the Second (i147) and of the Third Crusade 
1189), perhaps the two most important of the seven enterprises 
hich moved Europe to conquer and hold the Holy Land.

»ore than ever twelfth-century Jewry in France and Germany may 
claim with justice to have filled the role of suffering servant to the 
extent of its bitterness. 

In 1009 the warriors from Europe conquered Jerusalem amid 
--oenes of horror and destruction of human life which mark one of 
/.o most sickening records in the history of civilised man. Moslems 
ond Jews were the victims, and the Latin hingdom of Jerusalem 
-ecame a separate entity on the map of Asia Minor. For close on 

Jfacentury it maintained itself against the infidel foe. put 

, 1146 the Moslems captured the fortress of Edessa, and the 
‘ hristian raters of Jerusalem raised a cry for help which resounded 
‘hrough Europe. Willing soldiers were summoned to the Second 
( usade, and the Pope, anxious to encourage the faithful, released 

ose who came forward from all their debts, and especially their 
debts due to Jews. 

The Jews had suffered death and destruction at the hands of 
‘thle First Crusaders: when the Second movement began, the Jews

They chose martyrdom, 
though there were others who traversed the safer road. ‘The Pope 
llowed these unwilling victimes of persecution to return to the faith 
of their fathers, but they created discord among Jews and doubtless 

‘ered agonies of soul in their own lives. 

Discord was also created between Jews. and their fellow citizens. 
ihe twelfth century established a gulf between Jews and Christians 
which did not exist before. Hatred breeds hatred: but the Jews

The terrible 
tory culminated in 1190 in the terrible massacre at York. 

In Western Europe the history of the Jews in the Twelfth 
‘entury was the record of one long, drawn-out martyrdom, Only 
‘o a lesser extent did the Sefardic Jews in Spain suffer. Strangely 
nough, the intolerant zeal of the Almohades. those uncompromising 
unitarians who songht to force their religious views on all the 
inhabitants of Southern Spain, drove the Jews from the Moslem to 
the Christian kingdoms, from the Sonth to the North, so that as 
Cordova lost importance as a Jewish centre, Toledo rose in import- 
ince, The Jews joined the Christians in their onslaught on the 
common foe, and found in Castile a resting place and a home in 
whi h they were destined to live for over three centuries, In the 
Uwelfth Century they were welcomed as friends and allies; in 
the fifteenth they were expelled as incorrigible unbelievers. Strange, 
how the web and the woof of history mingle their colours in such 
unexpected fashion. 

Yet despite its darkness the twelfth century saw the rise of 
many Jews of distinction whe, each in his own way, left his mark 
On his epoch, In France it was the age of the Tosaphists, with 


Once 
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Rabbenu Tam, Rashi's grandson, at their head. In Spain it was the 
age of the two Iba Ezras, Abraham (1092-1167) and Moses (1070-1159), 
the one a famous commentator on the Bible, linguist, philosopher, 
poet and traveller, whose wanderings took him among other places 
to London (1158); the other a poet of more than ordinary abilities. 
It was also the age in which Yehuda Halevi (1086-1141) lived and 
philosophised about Jadaism, and longed for Zion; the age of the 
poet Alcharisi (1165-1225) and of Benjamin of Tudela, the traveller 
(1165-1173); lastly and of most consequence, it was the age of 
Maimonides (1135-1204), fhe most distinguished of Jewish Humanists. 
The Twelfth was also a century of great books; two alone give it 
distinction: the Cuzari, and the Guide to the Perplexed. It wa; 
likewise the age of pretended Messiahs : of David Alroy, for instance, 
about 1155, in regard to whom Maimonides advised his brethren 
to keep calm and to retain their self-restraint. [0 a period when 
troubles seemed to multiply, it was no wonder that men with mystic 
natures expected miracles or Messiahs. Only in Italy did the Jews 
enjoy a period of comparative calm. It is a strange reflertion 
that while the Crusades brought bitterness to the Jews of the 
countries far from Rome, in Rome itself, whence the clarion call 
for crusading rang out to the rest of Europe, the Jews were not 
molested. 

Tie Twelfth Century may be regarded as a prototype of life 
itself—a strange medley of joys and sorrows, of sufferiug side by side 
with conquests of the spirit; of martyrs who died and of great men 
who lived; of the poetry of the Synagogue with its dirge-like refrains 
and its moving appeals for divine aid mingling with the love poems 
of Yehuda Halevi and the mordant humour of Abraham ibn Ezra.

The Thanksgiving Service at St. Paul's 
HONOURED PLACE FOR THE CHIEF RABBI 


There was much of profound Jewish interest in the beautiful 
Jubilee Service at St. Paul's Cathedral on Monday (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative, who was specially invited to the Service). 

Passages from the Old Testament occupied an important place, 
and one could not help feeling in that mighty congregatioa of 4,000, 
representing the great Commonwealth of British peoples, that it is 
their attachment from childhood days and for many centuries past 
to the Book of Israel which has knit them so closely to the peopie 
of Israel}, 

“Behold he that keepeth Israel shall neither slumber nor 
sleep.” This was only one of the many passages from the Psalms 
which were read and us I heard it I felt how close together love 
and reverence for the Bible and for our Heavenly Father brought 
Christians and Jews amongst the great British people. 

Not only were the Psalms sung to the glory of God and as a 
thanksgiving for “the protection afforded to the King’s Majesty 
during the twenty-five years of his auspicious reign,’ but the 
Lessons read were taken from Joshua L, 7, 8 and 9—a significant 
reminder of the common Biblical background of the 
and the ancient people of Israel.

In that vast assembly of worshippers it was impossible for me 
to see all the prominent members of Anglo-Jewry who were present. 
I caught a glimpse of the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire wh» 
was there as the spirital head of British Jewry and who occupied a 
place of honour amongst the heads of the Churches, facing the 
King and Queen, and seated quite near to the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs 
and Aldermen of the City of London. I also noticed several Jewish 
M.P.s—Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir Isidore Salmon and Mr. Barnett 
Januner, the lash accompanied by Mrs. Janner. Then there were 
Mr. Hore Belisha, M.P. and Sir Philip Sassoon, M.P., and I also 
observed among the great congregation Sir Albert and Lady Ciaver- 
ing, Me. A. M. Lyon3, K.C.,; M.P., Sir Percy Harris, M.P., and Mr. 
A. E. Samuels, L.C.C. 

Everybody was deeply moved by the beauty, simplicity and 
majesty of the Service, and the Chief Rabbi told me afterwards how 
very deeply he was impresssd by it. The King has presented a 
Jubilee Medal to the Chief Rabbi and D-. Hertz wore this on 
Tuesday evening when he attended the “At Home” given by the 
Prince of Wales at St. James’ Palace. He will also wear it among 
his other decorations when he attends the King’s Jubilee Dinner at 
Buckingham Palace on the 20th inst. Dr. Hertz is naturally very 
pleased that his special Jubilee prayer should have been chosen for 
use in Liverpool Cathedral.

THE HOUSING PROBLEM IN PALESTINE 


BY DR. ERNST WOLFGANG 


One of the most urgent problems arising from the large influx of 
immigrants into Palestine during recent years is the provision of 
After the World 
War almost every country experienced the difficulties which arose 
from a shortage of available living quarters. Due to the fixing of 
maximum rents by the local authorities, the building of new houses 
ceased almost completely, and the demand for new apartments con- 
siderably exceeded the supply. In order to remedy this impossible 
situation, most countries, particularly England and Germany, made 
public grants in order to encourage the. erection of new houses. By 
this method the worst effects of the shortage were overcome. 

For Palestine, too, the housing problem is a sour 
Rents have gone up from 25 per cent. to 5) per cent 
two years, and in many cases have grown out of all proportion to the 
mncoms of the Even in formier davs rents in Palestine were 
comparatively high, and considerably exceeded the 20 per cent. of 
the general cost of living, which is the usual propertion im most 
countries.

Prospects of Price Control 
The question now ‘arises as to what can be done to bring abou' 


a reduction of rents.- Radical measures can hardiy be recomme nded, 
for that might cause a change. in the prosperous economic situation of 
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Jay. It is evident, furthermore, that even a more active policy 
as regards the housimg problem, can only slowly show results, Tt js a 
‘ot that the construction of new buildings within the towns is to a 
i rye extent limited to @ few fashionable districts. This, as experience 
-howa, has always the effect of pushing up ground prices, It is 

-tionable whether it will be possible to guide the new immigrants 
. to the choice of the distriet in which they should settle, but a trial 
sa chis direction should certainly be made. In regard to checking 
.ossive speculation m real estate, the Government has been Te- 
.d to levy special taxes, especially an excess tax on land lying 
ile, Itis not probable that the Government will meet such wishes, 
', quite apart from this, it cannot be foreseen whether such measures 
ld not produce just the opposite effect than the one intended. 

\ much better result than any taxation could achieve would very 
-obably bo brought about by a far-reaching policy, which would 
os. the areas still available. In the present state of affairs it appears 

\-obible that the Government or the community would be willing 

acquire land to any appreciable extent. It would perhaps be in 

interest of the Jewish organisations if, apart from their purchases 

{ rural property for settlement purposes, they would also acquire 

\ ulding sites in the suburbs of the cities at low prices. This need of 

. jairing such sites especially applies to the town of Tel-Aviv. In 

‘fafa and in Jerusalem there are still a considerable number of suitable 
available, thouga at high prices. 


Need for Reduction in Wages 

\ substantial reduction in building costs can only be achieved 
a reduction in wages. Under present circumstances this would 
.ocessitate an inerease in the quota of building labourers allowed to 
iter the country. Unskilled labourers should be taught in special 
chools te prepare them for the different branches of the building 
ndustry. 

Finally, considerable savings could be made if building activities 

re started on a co-operative basis. At present it is highly individual, 
and the builders, though men of practical experience, have not the 
veans for proper execution, Consequently, they often are handi- 
vapped from the beginning. Should it be possible to establish large 
building societies, it would put the trade on a much sounder basis, 
financially as well as technically. 

Everything should be done to encourage the formation of such 
companies, and every effort made to provide the necessary capital. 
\ promising beginning has been made by the Histadruth, which has been 
interested for many years in the housing of their members. - A special 
organisation, called “ Central Office for Urban Workers’ Settlement,’ 
has been created, whick has up to now built 1,500 dwellings, and plans 
the construction of 1,000 more. It is interesting to note the kind of 
linancing scheme used by the Organisation. Any person desiring to 
seftle on the land has to pay the cost of the land plus 20 per cent. of the 
hailding costs as his share. The balance is raised by first and second 
uortgages, which are paid off by monthly instalments equalling the 
rental. By using a uniform type of building and acquiring the land 
at low prices it has been possible to save considerably on the con- 
struction costs compared with those of privately built houses. As 
explained above, since the tenant contributes in an appreciable manner 
to the costs, it is possible to fg the monthly instalments at 
from 30 per cent. to 40 per cent. below the rents which are usually 
asked for in similar dwellings. 

In conclusion, it may be noted that in the last few years con- 
siderable progress has been made in the building of urban apartments 
and special attention has been paid to comforts as well. On the other 
hand, owing to increased real estate and building prices, increased 
rentals had to be tolerated. The task in the near future will be to find 
suitable measures to overcome the unsound proportion of rents and 
salaries how prevailing.

Sir PHILip said he could not answer that but he had many times 
expressed the hope that a British line should call at Cyprus as well 
as at Haifa. 

Captain STRICKLAND (C., Coventry) asked if there was any 
British line at present calling regularly at Haifa.

Negotiations for co-operation between the Agudath Israel and 
the Vaad Leumi were opened on Tuesday in the Government offices. 
Mr. Max Nurock, Assistant Secretary to the High Commissioner, read 
a letter from the High Commissioner regretting that he was unable 
to be present, because he had to go to Syria. He hoped that the 
partners would reach an agreement. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency understands that the Vaad 
Leumi is making it a condition that the Agudah-should first join the 
Knesgseth Israel (the organised Jewish Community) prior to the 
negotiations, while the Agudah is asking for religious safeguards 
first, to make co-operation possible. 

The negotiations are to be continued on Monday,

opportunities for still further Jews to go to Palestine and establish 
themselves there. Not only was Palestine the centre of Jewish 
interest, but it had become one of the most important centres of the 
whole panorama of the British Empire. Moreover, it had become, 
as a result of its economic progress, a land of attraction for all the 
Arab nations living on its borders. The problem of immigration 
was not merely a question of how many Jews were allowed to enter 
Palestine; it was a problem of to what extent, and how fast, they 
could secure their position in Palestine so that they might have 
there a national centre which could not be shaken. 
World-Jewry's Responsibility for Land Probiem 


While attention to the problem of immigration had been fairly 
general, said Professor Brodetsky, there was another problem which 
had been so far woefully neglected. That was the problem of the 
land. The fact was that the Jewish share of the land in Palestine 
bore no relation whatever to the Jewish population. He thought 
he was right in saying that Jewish-owned land in Palestine 
amounted to only six per cent. of the total area, while the Jewish 
population was twenty-six per cent. Nobody condemned land 
speculation more strongly than he did; but it was only one of 
the causes of their poverty in land; the primary cause was that 
the Jewish people had not devoted sufficient attention to that 
problem. That land could be obtained in Palestine was obvious 
from the fact of the Huleh concession area, obtained a few months 
ago. Huge areas of land existed on which colonisation could take 
place. The “Open Door” to Jewish immigration was not suflicient ; 
not only must the individual Jew goto Pa'estine, but the Jewish 
nation as a whole must undertake in Palestine national works on 
the land of a large character such as would direct the whole develop- 
ment of the country, and would prevent any one-sided or anti-social 
enterprises. 

In conclusion, he said that they must at that time, as af all 
times, make it clear that they could not agree to the principle 
of the setting up of a Legislative Council in Palestine. 
Economically, Palestine could not either give or accept favours, or 
defend its economic interests in any way. It was therefore the duty

The Conference is impressed with the growing need for the devel pinent 
of markets abroad, and especially in the United Kingdom, for Palec:, ian 
products generally, and for Palestinian citrus fruits im particular: it ould 
urge upon His Majesty's Government the necessity for the fullest possible 
investigation into the possibilities of fostering Palestine’s export trade, and 
would specially emphasise the need for applying to Palestine the benetits of 
Imperial preference and reciprocal agreements so as to ensure for Palestine 
exports reciprocal benefits from those countries which export larvely to Pai: 
tine, while themselves refusing toaccept Palestinian imports, 

The Conference ratifies the decisions of the Special Conference held on 
October 7th, 1934, with regard to the World Union of General Zionists. and 
authorises the Executive Council to appoint representatives to auy Conference 
which may be necessary to consolidate General Zionism on the eve of the 
Nineteenth Zionist Congress. 

This Conference endorses the policy of the recent meeting of the General 
Council of the Zionist Organisation for the effective maintenance of disciy|ine 
Within the World-Zionist Organuisation, so that its political status may be sal 
guarded as also its effectiveness as representing the Zionists of the world ru « 
ris the Mandatory Power and the League of Nations, and expresses the tone 
that all parties and groups in the Movement will whole-hearted!y upc 
decisions of its suprems organs. 

Dr. Eder, replying to the discussion, told the Conference tha! 
there was no question of driving the Revisionists out. They wanted 
to retain them, subject, however, to their committing themse!ves te 
the discipline of the whole Zionist Organisation. 


Monday's Proceedings

The Second Annual Luncheon organised by the North-West 
london Society was held last week at the Trocadero Restaurant. 
Mrs. L M. Sieff, President of the Federation, presided, and the 
speakers were the Rev. Ephraim Levine and Mr. Gilbert Frankau. 
\[rs. Sieff, in introdecing Mr. Frankau, said that this was the first 
time that he had associated himself with the Zionist movement. 
\lr. Frankau said that the present horror of barbarity and complete 
jack of decency that they were witnessing in Germany were suflicient 
‘o unite all Jews and Gentiles in a campaign of decency against 
‘hat country. He was one of those who believed that their first 
allegiance was to the flag of their country. And it was to the glory 
of English culture that in this country there was no conflict 
»netween that allegiance, that loyalty, and the loyalty they owed 
os Jews to the family and the tradition from which they sprang. 
\o decent human being could refuse to extend a helping hand to an 
organisation which facilitated the transference of Jews from 
Germany to Palestine. The fact that some 20,000 Jews had been 
enabled through the Zionist movement to leave Germany was 
_ufficient grounds for that organisation to claim their support and 
‘heir assistance, and he said very earnestly to them, “God be with 
-ou and may your efforts flourish.” 
The Rev. Ephraim Levine said that to be loyal to Jewish 
memories and to the teachings of its great men, was the real ideal 
of Jewish patriotism. And they should stand fast for that ideal and 
for the principle that all other nations had the right and the duty 
to do likewise. Zionist progress had seized the imagination of 
Jewish women, and he believed that the future salvation of their 
people must come through the efforts of the women and through 
their influence. They must work to spread and testify their 
allegiance to the Jewish ideal. The ultimate test of strength lay 
with Jews themselves. The world would come to recognise in 
Palestine not merely a land for cultivation and material progress 
but a representation of the summit of Jewish and Christian idealism,

~. Petit, Mr. Algernon Lesser, Mrs. H. M. Liou and Mr. and Mrs. Barnett Janner, 

Viscount Allenby was received on his arrival by Sir Max Bonn, Col. 
it. M. Lion, Lord Swaythling, and other officers. The guard of honour was 
‘irnished by the Manchester Company, under Major Cassell, and the band 
of the Norwood Company played selections. After the general salute, an 
excellent display was given by the boys, comprising games, agility 
exercises and physical drill. A special feature was the performance of 
the Pipe Band of the Glasgow Company under Major N. Strump, who was 
congratulated by the Field-Marshal. Then followed a march-past of the 
present members of the Brigade, and the ** Old Comrades,” led by Col.

He congratulated the Brigade authorities on the 
inethod they had adopted to celebrate the Silver Jubilee. 

Sir Max J. Bonn, who is Chairman of the Brigade Council, in moving 
a vote of thanks to Lord Allenby, also thanked the members of the local 
District Council on whose land the camp was held.

Plight of Jewish Ex-Servicemen 


From Mr. H. JERROLD ANNENBERG 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sik, When assisting the late Rabbi Francis Cohen, the Rev. Michael 
Adler, D.8.0., and the present Senior Chaplain, I have, with them, 
invariably bemoaned the fact that there does not exist a Fund from 
which deserving cases of distress among Ex-Servicemen coukl be assisted. 
During the many years I have interested myself in these men, however, 
I have been able to approach, with success, gentlemen like the late 
Mr. Felix Davis, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, the late Mr. Albert M. 
Woolf, O0.B.E., and the late Mr. Samuel Samuel, M.P, Alas, these 
stalwarts are no more. 

When the late Sergt.-Major Safferty passed away, I succeeded in 
establishing a Fund to help his widow and four children. Again, three 
years ago I came across an old soldier, with six medals, who had served 
his King and Country for twenty-eight years. Stranded with only 6s. per 
week (left from a commuted pension), he was too proud to appeal for help 
to keep him from the workhouse. I am delighted to say that with a new 
outfit I succeeded in obtaining for him a porter’s job, and to this day he 
still retains this position. 

The late Sergt. Moseley, the Chelsea Veteran (who lent such colour 
to our Military Parades) confided to me the fact that he would like to end 
his days among his own people. This made me feel particularly sad, 
because the Home for Aged Jews bad no vacancies, and as always, there 
were no funds available to make it possible to grant this grand old veteran 
his last wish. , 

My activities in connection with the old Chanucah Military Services 
have brought me into contact with most of the serving soldiers and 
sailors of our faith, and it would be no exaggeration to state that I have 
had letters from them from all parts of the Empire. Among my many 
present urgent cases is the very pathetic one of a Military Medallist who 
fought in the South African Campaign and the Great War, who, with a 
member of his family dependent on him, is in despair. The genuine old 
soldier will not go to the Board of Guardians or other bodies. 

The fact that I lost three brothers in the Service may have increased 
my interest in these Ex-Servicemen, but all the same I do feel very keenly 
that although the Community does a great deal for ex-prisoners (a very 
deserving cause) mighty little is done for men who have been a credit to 
our race, in some Cases for many years. 

Il would suggest to your readers that one way of celebrating the 
Jubilee would be to send me a contribution, small or large, to help me 
to help some of these men. A small grant or a fresh outfit is often the 
means of assisting a man to obtain a new job, and what is more important, 
it enables him to retain his pride and self-respect,

had in the last session carried out a programme of merit, which 
included the Celebration of its twenty-fifth Anniversary. It has organised 
; a number of Youth groups for children from nine to sixteen, through 
which they were able to obtain social facilities in a definitely Orthodox

The Report of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations stated: 
“ The policy of the Union has been directed towards the establishment

As a result, a lengthy corre- 

spondence, as well as editorial comment, appeared in the Jewish Press, 

both of which have, in our opinion, completely justified the standpoint of 

the Union. In view of the fact that the Rav of the Adath, who is also the 

Rav ofthe Union, possesses the rights to perform all religious ceremonies 

without reference to any other authority, and in view also of our cxtensive 

Kashrut arrangements, the Union is considering the establishment of its 

own Beth Din, for the proper fulfilment of these duties. The question of 

the establishment of the intended Beth Din of the Union was fully con- 

sidered, and after a debate, the following resolution was carried : “ That 

. the Congregation notes with satisfaction the intention to establish a Beth 

: Din of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, and the desire of

Ministers’ Visitation Committee 
[From our Correspondent} 


A hew feature of local Jewish communal activity was the 
inauguration, some months ago, of the Ministers’ Visitation Com- 
mittee, the object of which is to secure a more efficient system of 
visitation to local medical and charitable institutions than hitherto. 
This step was originated by the Executive of the United Hebrew Con- 
gregation, who, at their recent meetings, expressed complete satis- 
faction with the successful manner in which the visitation has been 
conducted. The Visitation Committee is under the Chairmanship 
of the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, and comprises the synagogue officials 
attached to the various places of worship in the city. 

The new state of affairs is all the more satisfactory, seeing that 
hitherto it was expected by the Community generally, that the work 
of visitation should be efficiently done by the Minister and Reader 
of only the leading Congregation. What with the considerable 
growth of the local community in recent years, coupled with the 
fact that the officials of this particular Synagogue found themselves 
quite unable to cope with the increased amount of work involved, 
it became apparent to the Executive of the United Hebrew Congre- 
gation that additional ministration was required. It has come as 
quite a revelation to the Community generally, that there are at 
least fifteen institutions in Leeds which need visiting, because each 
one of these, from time to time, houses some Jewish inmates. An 
illustration of the benefits which have already been achieved from 
this visitation, is afforded by the fact that permission has been 
obtained from the authorities of the local Maternity Hospital for 
the performance of Milah at that institution. The Honorary 
Secretary is the Rey. H. Goldwater, 51, Crimbles Street. 

Much satisfaction is felt in the Community generally, and among the 
members of the United Hebrew Congregation in particular, at the safe 
return of Mr: S. Wolf<on, the well-known local Communal worker, who 
had set out before Passover ona visit to Palestme, but who was taken ill 
during the sea voyage and had to return by air to England, to undergo an 
operation. Mr. Wolfson is now at home recuperating, and, it is hoped, 
will shortly be restored to health and strength.

Investments and Securities 


BY OUR CITY EDITOR 


Confidence is the keynote of the stock markets. The volume 
of trading has been rather small, due largely to the interruption of 
business over the Jubilee celebrations. Most sections are, however, 
showing considerable strength. British Funds are moving upwards, 
While there has been good support for home railway. stocks, though 
wage problems are once more exerting an adverse influence. There 
is much more doing in oil shares on expectations of encouraging 
annual reports in the near future, while the section has naturally 
been helped by an increase in the price of petrol in this country. 
Home industrials are buoyant, thanks to the publication of most 
encouraging annual reports, particularly by iron and steel com- 
panies. Aviation shares have attracted widespread attention, 
though in the last few days profit-taking caused some slight reaction 
in prices. South African gold shares are supported mainly from 
the Cape and Paris. In fact, all sections are good, with the possible 
exception of foreign bonds, which are still very uncertain,

LAVISH SPECTACLE AT DRURY LANE 

Described as a“ musical play” this extravagantly mounted 
spectacle “devised, written and composed” by Mr. Ivor Novello, 
presents eight out of its twenty scenes in the true tradition of the 
Lane, that is to say more amazingly spectacular than ever. I 
suspect that current traffic jams are due not so much to national 
rejoicing as to the passing to and from the theatre of Mr. Novello’s 
army of supers. The acres of canvas and colour-wash must have 
affected the unemployment figures, while for his sheer construct- 
‘onal ingenuity 1 stand in humble reverence before Mr. Stage 
(‘arpenter—may the shadow of his bowler hat never grow less! 

Of course, all this exuberance of ‘‘stagic” art has to be about something, 
and Mr. Novello has devised and/or written and/or composed a tatty little 
‘ale about an unappreciated inventor of television (our Ivor) who cruises 


into Ruritarian romance, invelving a bored king (Barry Jones), “his 
temperamental favourite (Mary Ellis) and a villainous would-be dictator 
(Lyn Harding), who looks like a dyspeptic gendarme married to a bad 
cook. A real carriage drawn by two real horses (house-trained) feature 
in an attempted-assassination scene ; but the great thrill is the explosion 
amd panic on board the Inxury cruiser. This is the good old Lane— 
superbly contrived, hordes of shricking women and children, three deck- 
loads of panic visible at once! 

Comes a gypsy encampment, with nice clean gypsies wearing abund- 
ance of immaculate white and coloured material. Except in this scene 
where for ceremonial reasons he dons a kimono, our inventor hero 
moves through all this mass of splendour in the modest elegance of every- 
day clothes. With charming grace be turns up at a State ball in a blue 
lounge suit, looking more adorable than ever. At last he achieves inventive 
success ; but with a lump in his throat—for patriotism has linked his 
beloved to the bored king. So we finish up weepily happy, with Mary 
Ellis singing like a love-sick nightingale and the spot-light on dear Ivor. 
If this isn’t enough to tickle the groundlings and gratify the gods, to stupify 
the suburbs and paralyse the Provinces,--well, Ivor, all I can say is 
there's no pleasing ’em. 

The music, abundant and eclectic, is elaborately orchestrated ; indeed, 
the orchestrater, Mr. Charles Prentice, has put his Mus. Bac. into the 
job with commendable enthusiasm. The producer, that genius, Leontine 
Sagan, has guided opulence along the paths of beauty, and Ralph 
Reader's dances are fresh and delightful.

“ Stevedore” 


MINORITY PROBLEM EXEMPLIFIED 

“ Stevedore”’ by Paul Peters and George Sklar at the Embassy 
Theatre may not be a great play ; but it deals faithfully and intelli- 
gently with a great subject—the minority problem, exemplified in 
this case by the well-known abominable treatment of the negroes by 
the white Yankees in the U.S.A. 

The story moves fast and naturally, with a steadily increasing tension 
of moral indignation which even the many scenes cannot break. We see 
a typical negro “ rape” case, that is to say a white slut who, terrified of 
revealing to her husband the identity of her lover after this gentleman 
has just given her a sound thrashing, t: ots out the stereotyped phrase that 
“she was set on by a nigger.” The fruitiess police proceedings ; the 
alvantage taken by the dock company who, to get rid of a certain negro 
that wants to organise his fellows in a union, bribe the police to “ fix ” the 
rape case on him and the newspapers to work up a lynch mob; the final 
heroic moment when the wretched negroes turn and fight for their lives- 
these are intensely sincere and moving episodes. 

But the value of the play is in its clear demonstration that flendish 
brutality such as this treatment of the American negroes in parts of the 
U.S.A. is almost entirely due to the white Yank’s blue funk. Like the 
Nazi, he is pitiably lacking im courage and gross'y entangled in 
sentimentality, and out of this combination of circumstances there 
arises a negro problem, which is really a ** w.ite ” problem and which any 
people of courage and intelligence could solve in the period of a 
Presidency, 

The negro problem, as it is called, reflects the American problem— 
the problem which President Roosevelt is up against in his present titanic 
struggle, the problem of licking into somethiug like the semblance of a 
respectable nation a heterogeneous mob of gangster politicians, gangster 
financemongers, gangster lawyers, gangster officials and gangster wireless 
priests. One cannot withhold sympathy fromsuch people when they tind 
themselves confronted with what they term a “negro problem,” for, as 
this play shows, by its treatment of ethnic minorities one may know 
the greatness of a peop!e or its insignificance. 

To return to the Embassy. There is maguificent acting by Paul 
Robeson, whose sincerity and profound feeling im the role he plays is so 
very moving, while Lawrence Brown and Robert Adams give also very 
convincing performances. Kathleen Davis and kva Hudson lend pathos 
and humour from the feminine angle. It is worth the price of a seat if only 
to hear the lovely singing.

HAROLD SAMUEL'S ENTERPRISE 


This is Bach Week as well as Jabilee week, and Harold s. nuel 
has been celebrating the composer's 250th anniversary at the \ i. 
more Hall with a series of half-a-dozen recitals of bis key board 
inusic. All the Partitas, some Preludes and Fugues, Engiis\, 
French Suites,andless often beard works have flowed from his 
fingers. On Wednesday, for instance, we had the Prelude, Fugue 
and Allegro, thesecond Partita (C minor) and the Goldberg Variations 
in general Mr. Samuel's excellence as an interpreter of Bach is too 
well known to need reiteration, and on this occasion as usual there 
was just sufficient individuality to excite one’s interest withoy: 
destroying one’s comfort. There is plenty of room for the player's 
personality in such movements as the Sinfonia to the Partity. 
particularly its Allegro, but though there may be occasions whey 
one disagrees with Mr. Samuel's particular interpretation of » 
phrase, it is always a merely personal difference, never a criticism. 
And always there are Mr. Samuel's lovely flowing rhythms to 
give delight. 

The masterpiece on Wednesday was of course the Variations. a 
work that the Bach Society has brought to our bedside as Goldberg 
brought it to Kaiserling’s. On the harpsichord. I know it is 
ungracious to complain, for the audience (inciuding myself! was 
enthralled by Mr. Samuel's extremely fine playing. Variations Nos. 
4, 9, 10, 15, 24, 27, the joyous Quodlibet and its contrasting Da Capo 
sounded beautifully bué such variations as Nos. 8, 12, 2! and 
particularly 29, lost immeasurably by the different tone-colour of the 
one-manual instrument.

I am equally certain that among all 
His Majesty's subjects none felt. more pro- 
foundly the significance of the occasion than 
those Jews who are fortunate enough to be 
able to call themselves British.

There is a stery told in the Talmud of some 
such occasion as this, when everybody went 
to greet the King. And among others who 
joined the assembled multitude was Rab 
Sheshet who was blind. A Gentile taunted 
him for being present at a spectacle which he 
could not see. “Ican understand a pitcher 
being taken to the river.” he said, ~ but 
what is the use of a potsherd?” ~~ You 
wait,” replied Rab Sheshet,. “perhaps I can 
see better than you.’ Presently there was 
a cheer as a troop of soldiery approached. 
“The King is coming,” said the Gentile. 
“No,” said Rab Sheshet, “the King is not 
coming yet.” A second troop. approached 
and again there was a cheer. “Now the 
King is coming,’ said the Gentile. * No,” 
Rab Sheshet declared, “he is not coming 
yet.’ And then when the clatter of hoofs 
was heard for the third time and a deep, awed 
hush fell upon the crowd, Rab Sheshet said:
